Lisbon, March 12—The Illness ol 
William Dunn, of Salem, caused the 
continuance of the $10,000 damage 
case brought some time ago by B. F. 
Carson, adm inistrator of the estate of 
the late I»emuel Hopkins, of Salem 
vs. the Dunn Coal company, which 
was to have been tried in common 
pleas court before Judge Moore this 
morning. 
Hopkins was employed as fire boss 
in the mine operated by the defendant 
company, just east of Salem, and on 
November 30, 1912, his clothing was 
caught on a (union wheel and a gear 
wheel and he was drawn into the 
machinery and so seriously injured 
that he died within a short time. 
The case was all ready for trial 
when Mr. Dunn became ill, and it was 
passed out of the assignment by the 
court.
